Orlando Puente Perez, secretary to former Cuban President Carlos 
Prio Socarrds, said that while on.a trip to the West Coast in 
mid-October 1463 he had talked with Luls Somoza, former 
Nicaraguan President, who was planning to make a trip to Japan, 
Somozi asked Puente to tell Prio that the latter could count on 
Somoza's full support, and as soon as.he returned from Japan, a 
mobilization of men in Nicaragua would begin for attacks against 
Cuba, According to the present schedule, such attacks would stare 
taking place tn early December 1963, Puente strongly asserted 
that atl equipment necessary to wage a campaign against Fidel 
Gastro is available, including alreraft and trained pilots,
